canal and the expense of government 
and sanitation of the canal zone and 
all diplomatic questions touching the 
treatm ent of vessels as to conditions 
or charges of traffic at the canal shall 
have been adjusted, then the presi­ 
dent is authorized to issue an execu 
tive order declaring such suspended 
exemption of full force and effect." 
It would further provide that from 
the date of such an executive order 
the exemption should b** allowed, but 
until that time vessels of the United 
St a lu* should pay the same tolls as 
otlmrw.
